One thing we 
like about California*is that its people, taking 
them.as.a whole, while they are energetic and 
industrious, do not practice that awful life- 
wrecking grind which characterizes the far 
east.’ -Californians have a peerless climate and 
they like to get out into the middle of it and 
enjoy it to the limit. They have more legal 
holidays than any other state in the Union, and 
they make a practice of observing them, going 
on the theory that an oeeasional day of rest and 
outdoor recreation amid the flowers and sea. 
breezes is good for them, prolongs life and makes 
the workdays spin by all the faster. This is well. 
Tt is enjoying life, and we have but the one 
life to live. No one should neglect his business 
or his duties for the sake of pleasure, but Cali- 
fornians seem to have arranged it so they ean 
mix the two up together and make it pay, in 
dollars, in health, in a longer life and in general 
enjoyment of life. And that is the best way to 
do if you can possibly arrange it. 

We never noticed ‘this difference between the 
east and California so much in this direction as 
when back there last summer after having been 
away from there a number of years and living 
out here on the Pacific coast where even an 
-hour’s afternoon siesta is yet indulged in by 
those who can: afford it. The people of New 
York and al! through the east haye long years 
ago got into the habit of going at a feverish 
pace, and it is a pace that kills. We do not 
notice that they, as a whole, make any more 
money or enjoy any more comforts of™ife than 
do the Californians, as a whole, but they are 
burning the candle of life at both ends, and a 
short life is the inevitable a g 

The. people of the east ar simply grinding 
their lives out for dollars. Within the present 
year a score or more of prominent men in the 
millionaire class there have died before they 
reached the age of 50, and‘more are following in 
their wake every few days. The constant and 
nerve-racking strain of overwork breaks them 
down, and even if the profits on it be millions 
it is not worth it. And these few who are grind- 
ing out theiv lives and amassing millions are 
very few indeed in comparison to the countless 
thousands who are wasting their lives in attempts 
to do likewise, and failing. They deny them- 
selves all resi and recreation and run their days 
of work-far into the night, getting less sleep than 
nature requires, and pinching every dollar in an 
effort to make it grow into more. 

These people cannot be classed among the mis- 
erly ones, for as a rule they live beyond their 
means, and have nothing to show for the life 
grind when they reach the days of their declin- 
ing years. Many there are, men and women, 
who are weak and selfish, whose lives appear to 
be a series of little storms of appetite, vanity and 
a false idea of what constitutes a normal and’ 
happy life. They have but little direction or 
purpose, and are wholly lacking in balance, 
thrift or providence. This is true not only of 
the vain idlers who live only for ease and plea- 
sures, but also of millions of the life-grinders 
| who work hard and long, earn liberal incomes

-yainy day. The result is the same with either 
class—it does not pay.
